tries where he hath 3% Years been forcéd to live, asisinthis A®& 
theiftical Age a great Reputation to our Nation, as you will find, 
if youinguire after it. 1 fuppofe you are a Gentleman by Birth, 
as well as Breeding, and not ingaged againft hin by the injoyment 
of any part of his Effates and in fuch Gate it'is fot fufficiéntly £6 
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be admired you fhould treat him in that undecent manner you now, 
as well as.tormerly, havedone._If Vertue_in this Age be with 
you.the Object-of Scorn-and Derifion, methinks the. Antiquity of 
his Family (of which he was the Chief) might have deferved fome 
Civility from you, and I believe you-are the firit unprovoked and 
uninterefted Gentleman of all his Enemies, that ever ufed him as 
you have done, and efpecially impertinently ; for you know the 
Book you pretend toanfwer, though it bears his Name, isnone of 
his, and therefore in what you havedone, you have fhewed your 
felt a bufy-body, whichthe Apoftle reproves. It was the Honour 
and Refpect a Noble Perfon had’ for his Heroick Qualities, that 
cool d him at the Reftoration in his Search after him, efpecially 
having inthat Imployment found among his Writings Evidences 
of the great Antiquity of his. Anceftors: And this f donot) {peak 
by hear-fay, for T had-ic from the Noble Perfon*himfelf.. The 
Matter you lay to his Charge, cannot excufe your fpiteful Ufage 
of him, for feveral others under his Circum{tances, were fome 
pardoned by Act of Parliament, and others by the King’s own 
tingle: AC: And (he not being contemptible ‘in the Eyes of thofs 
that knew him) had his Pardon offered him, provided he would 
have complied withthofe Times : and wenow fee,that. they who 
did fo, have little Reafon to boaft thereof, if they confider the Sate 
of Dunkirk; giving Canada for an infignificant part of St.Chriftophers-, 
jetting the Frenchrob us, in a great Meafure,. of our New-found- 
Land-Fifhery, our’ chief Nurfery for Sea-men; permitting the 
French to increafe their Naval Force to fo dangerous an height; 
that they now pretend to cope with all the-World at Sea, @e. 
Nay the French King, when in League with Holland (An. 1665.) 
againit us, offered him any Conditions (as he had to thew) but 
his Soul was too great and loyal to hisCountry, to feck Revenge 
for cafting him out, and then malicioufly purfuing: him at a great 
Charge by a Company of Cut-throats to: murder him, one of 
which being afterwards:taken, was-executed : and: though his In- 
deavour herein was not the Caufe of his Death, yet being guilty 
of another Crime, which had: otherwife been pardoned, it was 
the Occation of his Suffering, fo great a Value had the fupream 
Magiftrates of the Country where General Ludlom lived for his 
Vertues’: and thus I explain this to you,. becaufe | would not leave 
you any Ground for a Cavil. But your ill Usage of him is the lef& 
tobe wondred.at, and the more tobe exenifed, becaufe you have 
done 


done the fame by Doctor Walker, ‘one of ‘your own Tribe, and one 
f eminently pious and ‘vertuous, as’'1s'a Credit to the Church, 
even asif you had no Regard to Merit orDefert, when'it ftands 
in your way : a Spirit.not commendable in any, but much lefS in 
one of your Function; and fuch a ‘Temper difparageth any Caufe 
it efpoufeth, rendring the Advocate fufpicious oi being Mercinary, 
which I am forry you fhould lie under, as it may be prejudicial to 
your Miniftry : For however you value your {elf upon the good O- 
pinion of yours Parifhioners, they being an underilanding, and in 
the general a well affected People, cannot be long deceived. 

Now, Sir,:to come to your Pamphletit felf. Tho you very con- 

fidently befpeak the Approbation of it, from all unbyafled Per- 
fons, I do not find by the Sale of'it, ‘that it is thought worth buy- 
ing, and believe you had done your felf, and the Caufe you are in- 
gaged in, more Right, had you never mediedin it firftorlaft. 1 
fall not concern my felf about your trifling Hear-fays and Infor- 
mations, but'make fome Obfervations upon what you write, and. 
begin with the Character you fay Mr. Henderfon gave of the King. 
To which Vanfwer, That a better Proof ought tovbe given, that it 
was really his, as it is‘hardly to be belrew’d‘it was, being in 
Words, Stile; and Matter‘purely Englifh, fave fome little things 
ufed'to difpuile it, as Kirk and State, with the Word exeme: Nor 
did the wifer fort of Scots believe Gowry’s Confpiracy ; but on 
the contrary laugh’d at it ; and the Politicians faid, the Relation 
Gn-Print did murder all Poflibility of*Credit; yet there was a 
weekly Commemoration thereof by the Tuefday’s Sermons, and | 
an Anniverfary Feaft. But it is no way probable that Mr. Ain: 
‘défon would’ commend in the King his zealous Obfervation of 
that Day. 3 

And belides all this, thefe Reafons may be given of your being 
abufed, or rather abuting the World init. 

1. Becaufe Archbifhop Lampleugh, fo great a Votary for the 
King (from whofe Son you fay you had it) would not (as may 
‘be prefumed) have been wanting in the publifhing of it, had it not 
been a Forgery. 

2. Becaufé Mr. Henderfon, no more than. other’ Presbyterian 
Minifters, ufed to call the Lord’s Day by the Heathenifh Name of 
Sunday > and where any one thing is forged, may well render - 
the relt fufpicious. 
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3. Becaufe Mr. Genderfon knew that they renewed.their old-Co- 
venant 10.1635, and thatit was four orfive Years.afters-before we 
of England came,into Covenant with,them:: fo that we neither in- 
duced; them. to enter into Covenant, -or impofedit.upen them, as 
this Character fuggefts, and feems to aflert. 

4, That had the Scots had the Kin2’s Vertues in fo great Admiratior 
-as this Character would make them to have, they would have taken 
him with them. from Newcaftle (where they-had-him in their Hands) 
for Scotland, as we delired them, and not-have impofed, him upon 
uss left the fhould bring the fame Mifery upon them, which they 
were not fo well able to bear, ashe had done upon us, 

5. Tho Mr. Henderfon (as | have heard) might have a better O- 
pinion of the King’s Parts, upon a Conference he had with him, 
than he had had; yet-he never went further in his Commendations : 
much lefs.do I believe that by the King’s Arguments, of.a Presbyte- 
rian Minifter Mr. Henderfon. became, a Convert to Epifcopacy, or 
that Government,.as his Repentance would infinuate; Neither 
can any fay of another, that no Man ever faw himin Paflion, or 
heard him {wear, as you make Mr. Henderfon to affert of the King. 
So that upon the whole this Character muft be a Forgery ; yet if ic 
werenot, it would avail very little, being the fingle Sentiment. of a 
Stranger, that could not have had much Experience of him.:: but 
this ferves to thew, how ready you are to lay hold of the moft infig- 
nificant Circumftance to help your feeble Caafe. 

6. It appears beyond Contradiction to be a Forgery, for that.it 
is not found in that Book called King Charles his Works, thongh. all 
that pafled betwixt the King and Mr. Hendexfon, is there recited to 
the full ; fothat no other Argument to prove the Forgery is need- 
ful. Oh if fe 

King Fames ufed tocomplain of the Stubbornnefs of his Son» the
